PRIMERO, Colo., Feb. 1.—Fighting madly to escape through the narrow, partly choked, nirshaft, tramp- 


ling over their fallen commradcs in their struggle for life, more t h n n ' l i n l f ol' (lie 140 miners employed in the 
Primero mine ot' the Colorado Fuel &• Iron Co., wrecked by an explosion, were overcome by giis and fire. Theii 
bodies were found in heaps about the bottom of the mrsliiii't wlmro they had fall™ in the desperate struggle. 


One hundred and forty-nine men nre known fo have been in. the mine when the explosion occurred. It is 


thought that 79 are dead. One has been rescued alive bat dangerously injured.

charred almost beyond recognition, and it has been impossible to identify them. 


Early this morning 24 bodies had been brought In the surface and rescue parties, equipped with oxygen

DR. WILEY ON KITCHEN ECONOMY. 


- • J u s t at present the.question that concerns most people 
of limited 


."' means is the high cost of living, and on this subject Dr. Wiley and others 


are giving valuable hints. 


What the causes of the high prices of foodstuffs may be is a different 


question :with -which the people may or may not be acquainted. It is also 


-n question on which there is considerable difference of opinidn. 
But the 


.average wage earner concerns himself mainly with meeting the conditions 
that confront him. 


Secretary Wilson of the department of agriculture says -we live too 


• high,- .while other men in high positions say we do not live as economically. 


• us we might. 
• 


'The charge of high living mny apply to some, but it certainly .does not 


.apply to many of the plain people who have to work for a living in the city 


of Lowell. 


The charge of wasting food materials that could be used, if properly 


handled, may apply to some as will the charge that economy in living so fur 
as the preparation-of food is concerned can be attained only through skill 
in cooking. Unfortunately it must be admitted that not all house-keepers 
are good cooks and but a small number of the whole ore competent to mnke 
the most of what is left over from meal to meal. 


The boycott proclaimed in some places against the use of meat will 


not remedy the evil of high prices. If the prices are kept up by illegal com- 
binations the government should interpose to put a stop to it; if they ara. 


• kept up wholly or in part as a result of the tariff, then the tariff should be 
reduced; if the food supply is too small for the population the government 
.should direct attention to the fact and either bring about the remedy or 
else permit importers to supply the deficiency. ' 


. 
.Dr. .Wiley of Washington is one of the greatest food experts in the 


country.' He .says that to stop eating meat may injure the health, while 
it will fail to bring down the prices. He advises the freer use of canned- 
goods, that are cheaper now than ever before, and under the strict rules of 
the pure food law, less liable to adulteration. He advises the 
house- 


keeper to make a study of the daiily papers for bargains in food products 
to be found in the markets of every big city on certain days and in which 
prices are materially reduced. 


Speaking of the total abstention from meat, Dr. Wiley says it is foolish, 


and that "the Almighty i^ade man to be a creature of varied diet. His teeth 
as well as his digestive tract are built with that end in vie*, and to suddenly 
switch to an all vegetable ration and to maintain it would, in all probability, 
play havoc with his health." 


That statement is quite reasonable and doubtless true. To show liow 


a meat diet may be used at a slight expense, Dr. Wiley gives a bill of fare 
for a family of six at a dollar and a quarter per day. It is given as a 
sample-that may be varied at-will, and in this light may be worth considera- 
tion by the house-keeper as offering a suggestion in the line of economy. 


For breakfast for a family of six Dr. Wiley would provide cereal at 


five cents, with corned beef hash or pie, cofi'ee, bread or rolls at ten cents 
each, making the total cost 35 cents. 
For luncheon, salmon or chipped 


beef, potatoes, boiled or baked, bread nnd butter with tea, also costing 
35 cents. 


For dinner Dr. Wiley's bill of fare includes vegetable soup, meat from 


soup browned, potatoes, turnips, canned upple pie, coffee, bread nnd butter, 
'cost 55 cents. 


This bill of fare as a whole would hardly be substantial enough for 


n hard working man, but its value consists in showing how a diet may ho 
vtiricd at a. slight cost by a house-keeper who gives the matter a little study. 


There is undoubtedly room for saving nnd economy as Dr. Wiley sug- 


gests in the matter of purchasing supplies for the table as well as in their 
nroper preparation so that nothing of vnlne will be wasted. 


Never before has so much stress been placed upon (he importance of 


skill in cooking. 
Evon nn authority us high as Archbishop Irolnnd under- 


takes to say that the cost of living is gmitly increased by ignorance of tho.

My 
reasons for this .assertion seem, to be 
very plain and convincing.

DR. WILEY ON KITCHEN ECONOMY. 


Just at present the question that concerns most people 
of limited 


means is tho high cost of living, and on this subject Dr. Wiley and others 
are giving valuable hints. 


What the causes of the high prices of foodstuffs may be is a different 


(iiiestion with which the people may or may not be acquainted. It is also 


a question oh which there is considerable difference of opinion. But tho 


average wage earner concerns -himself mainly with meeting the conditions 


" that confront him". 


Secretary Wilson of the department of agriculture says we live too 


high, while other men in high positions say we do not live as economically 


. us we might. 


TJie charge of high living may apply to some, but it certainly does not 


apply to many of the plain people who have to work for a. Jiving in the city 
of Lowell. 


The charge of wasting food materials that could be used if properly 


handled, may apply to some as will the charge that economy in living KO far 
as the preparation of food is concerned cnn be attained only through skill 
in cooking. Unfortunately it must be admitted that not all house-keepers 
are good cooks and but a smull number of the whole are competent to mako 
the most of what is left over from meal to meal. 


The boj'cott proclaimed in some places against the use of meat will 


not remedy the evil of high prices. If the prices are kept up by illegal com- 
binations the government should interpose to put a stop to it; if they aro 
kept ..up wholly or in pnrt as a result of the tariff, then the tariff should be 
reduced; if the food supply is too small for the population the government 
should direct attention to the fact and either bring about the remedy o? 
else permit importers to supply the deficiency. 


Dr. Wiley of Washington is one of the greatest food experts in the 


country. He says that to stop eating meat may injure the health, while 
it will fail to bring down tho prices. He advises the freer use of canned 
goods that, are cheaper now than ever before, and under the strict rules of 
the pure food law, less liable to adulteration. lie advises 
the house- 


keeper to make a study of the daiily papers for bargains in food products 
to be found in the markets of every big city on certain days and in which 
prices are materially reduced. 


Speaking of the total abstention from meat, Dr. Wiley says it is foolish, 


and that "the Almighty made man to bo a creature of varied diet. His teeth 
as well as his digestive tract are built with that end in view, and to suddenly 
switch to an all vegetable ration and to maintain it would, in all probability, 
play havoc with his health." 


That statement is quite reasonable and doubtless true. To show how 


a meat diet may be used at a slight expense, Dr. Wiley gives a bill of fare 
for .a family of six at a dollar and a quarter per day. It is given as a 
sample that may be varied at will, and in this light rony be worth considera- 
tion by the house-keeper as offering a suggestion in the line of economy. 


For breakfast for a family of six Dr. Wiley would provide cereal nt 


live cents, with corned beof hash or pic, coffee, bread or rolls at ten oenU 
each, making the lotal cost 35 cents. 
For luncheon, salmon or chipped 


beef, potatoes, boiled or baked, bread and butter with tea, also costing 
35 cents. 


For dinner Dr. Wiley's bill of fare includes vegetable, soup, meat from 


soup browned, potatoes, turnips, canned tipple pie, coffee, bread aiul'lnitter, 
cost no ccnls. 


This bill of fnrc us a whole would hardly bo substantial enough for 


u hard working man, but its value consists in showing how a diet may lw 
varied nt a slight, cost by a house-keeper who gives Ihe matter a little study. 


There is undoubtedly room for snving and economy as Dr. Wiley sug- 


gests in tho matter of purchasing supplies for the table as well as in their 
proper preparation so (hat nothing of vnlno will ho wasled.

supposed, 


and common report of bad living con- 
ditions among such immigrants 
Is 


much overdrawn, according to an ex- 
haustive report upon Immigrants In 
cities transmitted to congress yester- 
day by the Immigrant commission. 


The report which was prepared un- 


der the direction of E. A. Golden- 
weiser and makes a volume of approxi- 
mately 600 pages, is based on a study 
of over 10,000 households in. some of 
the most congested districts of New 
York, Chicago, Philadelphia, 
Boston, 


Cleveland, Buffalo and Milwaukee. It 


I shows that tho population of congested 


i districts is composed mostly of recent 
immigrants, one-third of tho families 
canvassed having been in the United 
States less than five years and two- 
thirds less than ten years. In 
the 


cities covered it was found that there 
was an average of 134 persons per hun-

But that all 
this comes to happen we must not be- 
grudge the farmer his due reward for 
his work. 


That jneat. is becoming dearer in 


America need not cause surprise. In 
countries of Europe, .England, 
Italy, 


Germany and France, meat is 
much 


dearer today than it is in Am'er'ica de- 
spite the high prices we are complain- 
ing of, Up to recently In those coun- 
tries meat was twice as dear as It wss 
on this side of the Atlantic. In my 
travels through 
these 
countries, 
I 


•would startle the people 
by 
telling 


them of the price of meat in America, 
while they would relate to 
me 
the 


prices they were compelled 
to pay. 


They would be all the 
more 
aston- 


ished- at those prices in this country 
when they would recall the reward of 
labor in America and the labor among 
themselves. 


"Does the change going on with re- 


gard to the price of meat betoken an 
economic disaster? I am not disposed 
to make an assertion of the kind. We 
eat too much meat in America. 
The 


laws of prudent hygiene teach us this 
lesson. The

were we to cat less meat and turn to

ST. PAUL, Feb. 1.--More wheels are 


turning in the northwest than at any 
time since before the Christmas holi- 
days, yards are practically clear of 
congestion, and perishable freight is 
buck on Its old-tlmo schedules, de- 
clare the northwestern railways.

DISCOVERED 


NAVIGATION CHARTS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—Errors in 


navigation charts which are of immense 
Importance to all shipping interests on 
the Atlantic ocean have been discov- 
ered between Madiera and Bermuda, bp 
the scientific staff of the yacht Carne- 
gie, which is making a magnetic sur- 
vey of the ocean for the Carncsle In- 
stitution of Washington. 


Reports to Dr. La Bauer, director of 


the department of terrestrial magnet- 
Ism, which has Immediate charge of 
the survey, describe the discovery that 
some of the charts now in use are two 
and three degrees out of the way. The. 
errors are of a systematic nature and 
the charts are erroneous in the same 
direction for considerable distances. 


Tlie discovery of these errors m.'tke it 
possible to reduce even further 
the 


time of passage of the Atlantic liners.

LEADED 
GUILTY 


Young Martin Sent to 


House of Correction 


BOSTON, Feb. 1.—Everett F. Martin, 


son of the late A. P. Martin, once chair- 
man of tliu board of police, yesterday 
was sentenced to the .house of correc- 
tion for three years for1 larceny by 
Judge Wait in the superior • criminal 
court. He pleaded guilty to an indict- 
ment containing four counts of larceny. 
His wife became hysterical when she 
heard the sentence pronounced. 


Martin got about $1500 in the sale of 


automobiles which he sold for others. 
He would find a man who wanted 
to 


sell a far, induce him to give him the 
car to soli on commission, and when 
the sale was made Martin would keep 
the money, making no return to 
the 


seller whom he represented. 


Martin \vas-brought here from Hart- 


ford, Conn. 
His counsel, William A. 


Morse, said ho appeared as 
an 
old 


friend of the defendant's 
father 
and 


mother. He sairl Martin had a wife 
and three children who were dependent 
upon him. Martin served a two years' 
sentence about 10 years ago and 
had 


foutid It almost'impossible to1 make a 
living since then. The defendant was 
a marked man, especially because he 
appeared in such contrast' to his fath- 
er, Gen. Martin, who had served 
city 


and country and won the respect of all 
people. 
Counsel felt the defendant 


could make restitution 'if allowed to go. 
but if the court felt it necessary to 
Impose a sentence, counsel suggested 
-that the accused be sent to the house 
of correction rather than to state' pris- 
on. ' 


The judge said that the number of 


counts to which the defendant pleaded 
guilty must not go unnoticed and the 
least he felt he could give him was the 
maximum sentence at the house of cor- 
rection, which he Imposed.
